This can­ 
not be said as to the railroads. 
For 
obvious reasons, it is likely the re­ 
turn of a brisk demand for armies 
of men in the work of making rail­ 
way improvements is likely to be de­ 
ferred for some months. 
In the min­ 
ing fields, the demand for men is be­ 
ginning to pick up. 
AH over the country, from New 
England and New York to Califor­ 
nia, comes a demand for men who 
will settle down with their families 
on the farms. 
In the last six months, 
Mr. Pow’derly’s division has located
